SUDDEN UNITED STATES 
bombing attack on North 
Vietnamese territory last Friday 
broke a six-months truce in this 
department of the war and raised 
speculation as to a possible major 
change of policy by American 
forces in Vietnam, But even more 
startling, and perhaps with wider 
implications for the future was the 
helicopter-borne commando raid 
which was designed. to liberate 
United States prisoners believed 
held near Hanoi, 

Although the camp — proved 
empty, the raid itself was smartly 
carried out. with only one minor 
casualty, The interesting question 
vaised is whether this type of hit- 
and-run tactic deep inside enemy 
Territory: may be used again either 
for prisoner rescue or other pur 
poses. 

' ‘The raid was explained on the 
ground that there had been reports 
of mistreatment of American 
prisoners by the North Vietnamese, 
and such a reason obviously -—— and 
rightly —- would incense the nation 
and arouse wide public support for 
the hawkish operation. The Hanoi 
threat that the’ Paris negotiations 
would be adversely affected carries 
little weight. For many months the 
Paris meetings have been no more 
than ae play of diplomatle mumbo: 
jumbo, discredited by reason of 
their ineffectiveness and the obvious 
stalling tactics of the North Viet. 
namese, While it would be a pity te 
have -the Paris confrontations 
broken off, the practical effect 
would be slight.

battiefront, It is somewhat tronic 
that figures for-a new low in the 
number of United §tates troops in 
Vietnam were annotinced almost as 
the weekend bombing was being 
carried opt. That is not such a 
paradox as it may appear, for 
President Nixon’s withdrawal pro: 
gram has always acknowledged that 
U.S, air power would remain at 
some strength in South Vietnam for 
an indefinite time despite the Army 
and Marine departures. 

If the war is indeed ta be 
escalated, as numerous critics are 
charging, this would appear to 
represent a great loss of confidence 
among Washington officialdom, The 
variety of reasons being given for 
the bombing attack suggests that 
none of them is the rea! one, Tt is 
now three weeks since the mid-term 
Congressional elections and the 
administration has little to fear, for 
the moment, from adverse political 
reaction at home, Only faulty 
intelligence regarding the continued 
use of the prisoner camp prevented 
what might have been a success 
that could have swept the United 
States with approval and admira: 
tion for an audacious feat. 

There will be pressure in many 
quarters for a repeat performance, 
since Hanoi shows no indication of 
willingness to trade any numbers of 
captives, At any rate the raid has 
given the American public some- 
thing to think about besides the 
shocking My Lai revelations, the 
reduced but steady attrition of 
American lives overseas, and the 
problems of disengaging from the 
Asian quicksand,

over non-Indian administrators, The 
chiefs should know, and should have 
the confidence of, their own people. 

Tt is not unnatural that the 
recently concluded conference 
should have produced a consensus in 
favor of retaining rights and privi- 
leges as Indians at this stage.

BEHIND THE BOYISH GRIN 


N the darkest days of the First Worid 
War, as we now learn for the first 
time, « young Canadian soldier, on 
overnight leave, reached London and 
found no one to weleome him. His name 
was unknown to any : 
other person in that 
swarming e¢ity, And 
in a certain sense, 
though always living 
among the public 
crowds of polities 
and troops of private 
friends, that man has 
remained alone ever 
since then, The 
lonely youth's name 
wes Lester Bowles 
Pearson, 

But even on that brief holiday from 
war long ago he showed a flash of the 
boyish, gambling spirit which Canadians 
would come to know so well in later 
years — @ gure grasp of the decisive, 
diplomatic moment, He disguised his 
terror, approached an elderly lady in the 
Pigadilly tube station and asked if her 
companion, a beautiful young daughter, 
might dine with him and go to 4 theatre. 
So it was arranged, an innocent evening 
on the town, and as Mr. Pearson says, 
‘Tt was. one of the most sourageous 
things 1 ever did, Nothing previously or 
subsequently done required half so much 
courage.”

The weather was unchangeable, Each day the sun heat 
down on Jenny May's teak decks, yet the cool breeze from

Bach day we experienced what we ealled ‘the afternoon 
rain,’ This phenomenon ocourted precisely at 2 p.m, (Wanna 
Wanna daylight saving time) and lasted exactly 22 minutes, 
leaving the atmosphere wonderfully refreshed took

I remember best those days when, ambition upon us, we 
ventured, into the lagoon by native canoe to fish.

cannot describe the feel of the water in that lagoon, It was 
as Behnauzer so aptly put it, like swimming through 
champagne. 

Then hack to the Jenny May with our eateh for the da 
There we wuld find a fresh supply of eoconufs from the 
southern end of the island, and perchance a bevy of maid 
oome: ta: giggle in their charming fashion at the strange wa) 
of ‘the mefi from across the sea 

We would retire to out cabins to ehange our 
(for we always dressed for dinner) and on returning to thi 
deck would see the great South Sea moon (or pul’) comuig

There's One characteristic of an English rugby. 
fan that can never be denied, He’s prejudiced, even 
to the point that the mere mention of the sport is a 
blow well struck for the game itself, which is 
probably why there was dispatched to this desk a 


few days ago. a glowing account of the centennial 
congress of rugby, held in England this September. 


In fact the celebrations were world wide, But as another 
matter of interest, just about the time the herald angels were 
singing rugby's centennial praises, a heretic eppeared in ‘print 
in the London Daily Observer, 

And do you know what? mt = 

William Webb Ellis didn't invent the game of rugby, Hold 
it, I know this is like saying the patron saint was a sinner, and 
the plaque on the boundary wall at Rugby is an untruth, It 
Says ; : oe : 

“This stone commemorates the exploit of William Webb 
Ellis, who with a fine disregard for the rules of football as , 
played in his time; first took the ball in his arms and ran with 
it, thus originating the distinctive feature of the Rugby game. 
A.D, 1823," 

e 


But the author, J, L. Manning, was armed with a page full 
of proof And even if Ellis wasn't really a sinner, and that's 
highly unlikely judging by his profession, it’s obvious now that 
he hever played rugby, efther, 

Manning points out that Ellis died without knowing what he 
was supposed to have done, And that he died as a clergyman at 
Menton, Franee, in 1872. The reason he didn't know he was to 
become famous is that the story of his fame didn't begin until 
four years after his death, 

A chap by the name of Martin Bloxman, a solicitor by 
profession, who, attended Rugby, but had departed fhree 
years before the purported incident, wrote to the sehool 
magazine in 1876, describing the exploit. He apparently had 
dreamed up the story because he wasn’t at all certain of the 
actual date, and didn't reveal the source of his information, 
either 

Nevertheless, the story was accepted as fact, and the 
legend grew, Manning says, This was despite other evidence to 
the contrary that running with the ball at Rugby was still 
unknown when Thomas Arnold became headmaster at the 
school in 1828, three years after Ellis had graduated, and left, 


Later,.a famous English judge and sportsman, Sir Mon 
tague Shearman, wrote a history of football and ehose te 
ignore the Ellis contribution to the game, This was in the 
1890s, and the oversight infuriated members of the Old Rug- 
bejans’ Society, whe immediately launehed an‘ inquiry into the 
nvatter 

By now, in 1895, there weve very few around who might 
have been able to help. However, three witnesses wer found, 
one who was with Ellis at Rughy, and two who were there 
shortly after, But they passed away before the inquiry report 
was published in 1897, and their passing may have saved the 
society fram an embarrassing situation, 

Because their’testimony was that handling of the ball was 
not introdueed to the game until after Ellis had left the school, 
whieh corroborated the earlier evidenee of Arnold, 

It is apparent that the committee chose to ignore the 
evidence of the departed trio, because they already had ordered 
the commemorative stone giving Ellis all the eredit. 

Which brings up the obvious question: 

If Ellis didn’t earry the ball at Rugby, who-did? Well, it 
seems that after he left the school, a fellow by the name of 
Theodore Walrond did. At least he introduced that particular 
phase of the game, and drew up the rules, too 

Ellis? The only sport he played was cricket! 

Shocking, isn’t it?

Credit Buyers Can Misjudge 
Their Ability to Pay Bills 


OTTAWA (CP) — In apite 
of its advantages, consumer 
credit must be used wisely, 
the federal consumer affairs 
department cautions in a 
handbook called Consumer 
Credit, 


The booklet s@ys that per- 
haps. the most dangerous 
pitfall in consumer eredit is 
“the Mistaken belief that 
credit i# an increase in total 
ineome,’’ 

If a person commits too 
much of his income to credit 
payments, any unexpected 
reduction of income, caused 
for example by illness, could 
be disastrous. 

“Consumers also frequently 
overlook the facet that con- 
sumer credit ts expensive and 
may increase the price of the 
goods or services by anything 
from 10 to 30 per cent, and 
even more,’ the handbook 
says 

It pointe out that basically 
there are two kinds of eredit 
eash loans, and sales or 
purchase credit which involve 


the sale of goods or services | 


on some kind of time-payment 


plan 

The handbook says that 
horrewers should shop for 
eredit as oarefully as they 
would for any other purchase 
and consider the following 
points |

NEW YORK (AP) — ‘The 
TV show Sesame Street has 
shown that television can be 
used effectively to teach three- 
to-tive-year-old children 
simple facts and skills, says 
Edueational Testing Service. 


The service said that re- 
sults of its testing $43 chil- 
dren showed a gain in learn- 
ing by ail who watched the

The study also found. that 
disadvantaged children who 
watched frequently’ made 
more gains than advantaged 


children who watched less 
regularly. 
The authors, Dr. Samuel 


Bail and Mrs. Gerry Bogatz, 
said this finding meant the 
educational gap between ad- 
vantaged and disadvantaged 
children could be reduced 
“even by the time they enter 
first grade.’

MONTREAL (CP) — If you 
ave dewn and out, or in some 
kind of trouble, call the Peo- 
Ple Centre. 

That's what the centre is 
for. 
On hand te heip and never 
toa busy to do se are 70 young 
volunteer staffers who come 
from a variety of back- 
grounds and range in age 
from 15 to 26. 

Set up in October, 1969, by 
six university students, the 
People Centre is a non-profit 
telephone distress service fi- 
nanced by gifts and donations, 
Since opening, it has averaged 
between 900 and 1,000 calls a 
month. 

Calls extend over a variety. 
of topics including drugs, love 
problems, accommodations 
available in the city—some- 
times for runaway or penni- 
less callers—or lack of com- 
munication with parents. 

However, the majority of 
ealls ave fram ‘lonely people 
looking for a friend. Some be- 
come “regulars.” 

When further help is needed 


problem, whatever it may-be, 
in perspective. 


‘Usually the callers have 
the solutions within their own 
mind," one staffer said. “We 
wind lp being a sounding 
bdard for callers and they 
eventually come to a réalistic 
appraisal of themselves." 


"It's for young people by 
young people,"’ Dunean Will- 
moit, an adult adviser, said in 
an interview. “The staffers 
hecome a sounding board, a 
second conscience." 

Mr. Willmott said the 
eentre, now open from 6 p.m. 
to midnight seven days a 
week, will become a 24-hour 
service. 

Adult advisers from all 
walks of life work closely with 
the staffers. 

Together they chose new 
staffers who must be, above 
all, “human and stable.” A 
network of sub-advisers is 
spread all over the city. 

In an, average night the 
eentre receives 30 to 35 calls, 
lasting from 10 seconds to five

HELP AS FRIENDS 

The hot-liners are not 
trained professional telephone 
counsellors in any respect.

Staffers-to-be,

undergo an interview in which 
the agceptance rate is one in 
six.

The people of Victoria 
turned a routine panel 
discussion on the Le 
Dain commission’s in- 
terim report on the non- 
medical use of drugs 
into a smashing success 
Tuesday night, 


They packed into the New- 


eombe Auditorium at the 


Provincial Museum to listen 
to. four experts from various 
fields state their views and 
opinions of the controversial 


And when the experts had 
finished, the audience partici- 
pated enthusiastically, with 
people of all ages lining up at 
two microphones to toss ques- 
tions at the panel or to simply 
state their personal feelings, 

Le Dain commission 
member Peter Stein, who sat 
with the panel but did not 
make a statemént, said he 
was “intrigued and a bit 
amazed" at the turnout 

“Here you all are,” he said, 
‘..), trying to understand a 
phenomenon which has swe- 
cessfully divided many com- 
munities, There ig a tone in 
this room-which is encourag- 
ing.” 

The audience which faced 
him pepresented a broad 
crose-section ef the Victoria 
community, and there was an 
atmosphere of unity rather 
than a feeling of polarization, 
. Long-haried youths sat next 
to balding middle-aged men in 
grey suits, hip university 
students sat down with little 
old ladies, 

A heavy concentration of 
middleaged and elderly 
people were given seats as 
younger members of the 
audience wu neoncernedly 
plunkéd themselves down in 
the ajsies while others happily 
shared their chaira with girl 
companions, 

Another 260 spectators, un- 
able to crowd into the audi- 
torium and spurred to action 
by lighthouse philosopher Bill 
Scott, held their . own 
impromptu. discussion in the 
lobby 

These in the auditorium 
Hetened to statements from 
Saanich police Sgt. Bill Chis- 
holm, lawyer Jakob §, de 
Villiers, Baanieh Mental 
Health Centre director and 
psychiatrist Dr, John Wood, 
end Cool-Aid worker Charlies 
Barber, 

Stein, a Vanecuver social 
worker, sat with the panel for 
the purpose of clarifying any 
misunderstandings or ques- 
tions. ahout the. Le Dain 
commission. The discussion 
was organized by the John 
Howard Society of Vancouver 
Island, 

Chisholm, who drew 
laughter from the younger 
people in the mudienece, 
started the panel discussion 
by saying '‘my comments are 
from a# pollceman's point of 
view.” He emphasized that 
his views were not those of 
the Saanich police, 


The “main danger’ of 
marijuana was to young 
people and cited cases he 
knew where youngsters ‘‘lost 


all ambition and drive and 
have beeame school drop-outs 
and social misfits,’ he said. 

The stance of the Le Dain 
report concerning marijuana 
was ‘totally unrealistie,"" he 
eaid, ‘This is just another 
example of a too-permissive 
society,’ 

“Tt ia diffioult to understand 
the commission’s lenient 
approach to simple possession 
while maintaining « firm 
stand against trafficking." 

Chisholm quoted from a 
report which said marijuana 
had been outlawed in Nigeria 
after gangs of pot erazed 
hoodlums ran wild and rioted, 

He said he agreed: with the 
report's stand on drug educa- 
tlon, 

“Every civilized nation in 
the world today has laws 
against the use of canabis,”” 
he said, and stated he was 
against any change in existing 
drug laws, 

Wood criticized the interim

Keep Close Watch 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

Hyacinth bulbs that were put away in pots of soil should 
be checked weekly to see if they need a little water, The 
sign of need will be white roots coming 
through the drainage holes at the bottom. ~ 
This means the roota are ready to take ‘in 
nutrients from the soil; therefore water is 
required, 

If the soil is quite dry, it would be a 
good idea to stand the pot in tepid water for 
an hour to take up all it will hold. From 
then on, some Water may be-required every 
third day but the best guide is the condition 
of the soll, Don't add more if it is damp. 

After rooting, the hyacinth pots can be 
taken from the dark cool rooting place to a Hilda 
warmer tempergture in the light. In about a week's time 
the thick green top should be seen pushing through the bulb 
govering. 

Watch this for another week, and if top does not come 
faat eniugh, see that it has a temperature near 70 degrees F, 
during the day and strong daylight too, 

Sometimes when forcing hyacinths in pots, we find the 
buds fail to keep pace with the leaves, resulting in flowers 
opening way down at the base of the wide green foliage.

After three days see what progress has been made, and 
provide the necessary tepid water, 

Once the flower stems begin to grow, hyacinths can go 
into a cooler temperature whicti will slow them a bit but also 
keep them blooming for @ longer period. 

Daffodil bulbs and other outdoor narcissi which were 
potted in early October will havé had sufficient rooting time 
in a dark, oold place. Green tips will be showing and roots 
will be through the drainage holes. 

Now the pots may be stood in good light and sunshine 
{when available) at a temperature between 60 and 70 deg, F 
until buds show, | 

A large bow! of rocks and stones is still the best way of 
keeping the air slightly moist around these spring bulbs, 
Have the water below the surface of the stones, and place the 
pot on the stones above the water level. 

This is the same method we use to supply humidity 
around tropical pot plants, The bowl of stones is attractive 
and efficient,

Each day they brought us. young, suceulent pigs, fruits of mit 
descriptions, coconuts rich with milk (ineluding one type 
from the southern end of the island whieh was delightfully 
aleoholie),: exotic fowl of all descriptions. and native 
cigarettes (or ‘‘pui"’) which had the taste of a fine eigar, 


The weather was unchangeable, Hach day the sun beat 
down on Jenny May’s teak decks, yet the cool breeze froni

Kaeli day we experienced what we called ‘the afternoon

All manner of strange fish would glide beneath us — the 


ugly, lemon yellow trigger fish fwhieh the natives. call 
“Hemehome nikunuku apua'a'’), the magnificent parrot fish 
with ite coal black body and brilliant green teeth, the comical 
surgeonfish (or “pui'), and oecasionally a stray, friendly 
shark 


Schnauzer and T would don our water goggles, take our 
hamboo spears in hand, slip over the side and swim down 
into the green, dancing depths for a little sport. Words alone 
cannot deseribe the feel of the water in that lagoon, Tt was, 
as Schnauzer so aptly put it, like swimming through 
champagne, 

Then back to the Jenny May with our catch for the day 
There we would find a fresh supply of cocomsts from the 
southern end of the island, and. perchance a hevy of maidens 
come to giggle in their charming fashion at the strange ways 
of ‘the men from across; the sea,’ 

We would retire to our cabins to change our loin cloths 
(for we always dressed for dinner) and on returning to the 
deck would.see fhe great South Sea moon lor ‘pui’') coming 
out of the sea ,..,

Greater Victorians have 
conserved up te one mil- 
lion gallons of water a 
day in response to at- 
tempts to save salmon 
trying to spawn in Gold- 
stream River. 


Water Commissioner Ron 
Upward told the water board 
Tuesday that another ineh of 
rainfall in the near future 
could mean water conserving 
measures ean be relaxed, 

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
ealled the public response to 
the board's request to save 
water ‘‘phenomenal,"’ 

But the board authorized 
release of another 50 million 
gallons to aid the salmon run 
should the need arise,

Upward said the number of 
coho that have reached 
spawning grounds is esti- 
mated at 1,000; the number 
of chum is about 5,000. 

The average amount of 
water conserved since the 
first appeal was made Nov. 6 
has been about 500,000. gallons 
a day, for a total of 10,500,000 
gallons. 

The Greater Victoria Water 
District normally consumes 
between 15 million and 16 mil- 
lion gallons-a day. 

The board also agreed to 
send a summary of its actions 
to federal Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis who earlier in 
sisted that sufficient water 
for the salmon run be first 
priority. 

Although the board does not 
intend te press the matter, its 
solicitor says the federal 
Fisheries Act does not take 
precedence over domestic use
